WHO’S WHO AT IVORYTON 


TURHAN BEY is one actor who feels he really owes his film success to his 
fans. When the Vienna-born continental first appeared in motion pictures, he 
almost invariably was cast as a heavy. And just as invariably, he was killed 
off mid-way in the action. It was this untimely demise of the handsome thespian 
which brought strenuous objections from the thousands of persons who had taken 
a liking to him. Letters of protest piled up high in the studio mailroom, and the 
producers, ever ready to take a hint, immediately began casting him in sympa- 
thetic roles. Bey is momentarily starring in “Out of the Blue,” his film chore 
since receiving his honorable discharge from the service. Among his other current 
films are “The Adventures of Casanova,” “The Spiritualist,” and “Parole.” The 
actor’s real name is a mouthful—Turhan Selahettin Schultavy Bey. The “Bey” is 
a Turkish courtesy title he is privileged to use. His father, Mahmud Selahettin 
Schultavy Bey, is the head of the Veterans’ Administration in ‘Turkey, where he 
is one of the nation’s foremost attorneys. His mother, Mme. Fredericka Bey, with 
whom he makes his home in Beverly Hills, comes from a wealthy Czech family. 
Since appearing in his first motion picture, “Footsteps in the Dark,” in 1941, Bey
